as a rule, the saliva returning short- 
ly to neutrality or near-neutrality. 

There ap to be, however, real 
cases of.“acid mouth” in some indi- 
viduals; and to combat this they are 
offered both alkaline dentifrices and 
pastes in which are incorporated 
fruit acids, 

Nevertheless, exhaustive tests have 
proven that mouth acidity or alkalin- 
ity cannot be controlled by foreign 
substances for any length of. time. 

A real case of “acid mouth,” there- 
fore, can only be permanently reme- 
died by-a diet that will build up the 
alkaline reserve of the body to com- 
bat “acid mouth,’ 

In. general, milk, fruit and veget- 
ables build up the-alkaline reserve of 
the body, while eggs, meat, cereal and 
bread deplete it. . The average diet, 
meat, bread, potatoes and pastry, 
tends towards acidosis, or a depleted 
alkali reserve.

He termed it an 
“agreement not to limit armaments’ 
and pressed Premier Baldwin for a 
full government statement on the 
present status of the agreement, The 
premier, however, pointed out the La- 
bor party was to move an amend- 
ment :censuring the government on 
account of the pact and therefore any 
government statement should be re- 
served for the debate on this amend- 
ment, © 

In the course of his speech, Mr. 
MacDonald mentioned the movement 
of miners to the Canadian harvest 
fields last August, saying he hoped 
future migration schemes would_indi- 
cate more forethought than this one, 
whose workings he had _ personally 
seen in Canada, —
